Washington, October 1.—(4)—The 
tremendous work of evaluating ships 


seized during the war—among them 
the Leviathan—is drawimg to a close. 
Erwin B. Parker, war claims arbiter, 
js expected to announce a decision 
within the next two months outlining 
general principles in the suits by Ger- 
mans for 94 commandeered vessels. 

The most recent report the arbiter 
has received estimates that, had the 
vessels been of British ownersbip. they 
would have been worth $120,000,000. 
This estimate was sought as one 
means of getting at the amount the 
Germans should receive under the set- 
tlement of war claims act of 1928, in 
which congress declared the United 
States willing to recompense private 
citizens of the enemy country for their 
own property. 

A rumor that the arbiter had ren- 
dered, or’ was ready to render, a de- 
cision several days ago produced a 
sharp rise in stocks in Berlin. It was 
said authoritatively today that the de- 
cision would be forthcoming within the 
next two months.

MOTOR BUS OPERATORS 
PLAN ATTACK ON TAXES 


Several of the motor bus lines 
which Tuesday came under the juris- 
diction of the Georgia Public 
ice commissiot are contemplating a 
legal attack on taxes imposed upon 
the carriers by the last legislature. 

While little was known of their 
plans it was learned at the capitol 
Tuesday that several inquiries had 
heen made of the comptroller gen- 
erals office and several unnamed bus 
operators were quoted as expressing 
their determination not to pay the 
taxes. 

The act placing the motor carriers 
under the public service commission 
provides for the payment of a fee of 
S345 for a certificate of convenience 
and necessity and an. annual fee of 
$25 per vehicle. 

A mileage tax varying with the 
eapacity of the busses also will be 
paid. The mileage tax ranges from 
one-quarter of a cent per mile for a 
ten-passenger bus to three-quarters 
for a 20-passenger vehicle. In the 
latter case it was pointed out that 
a bus traveling a 100-mile route four 
times a day wonld pay $5 a day, or 
more than $1,000 a vear. 

Altogether, some 150 applications 
for authority to operate bus lines 
were received ‘Tuesday. All appli- 
cants were granted the certificates 
asked. 

Under the rules promulgated by the 
commission the motor carriers will be 
required to report regulariv on de- 
tails in connection -with their invest- 
mente, returns, profits and equip- 
ment,
